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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendments recite a first visible region and a second visible region for displaying a first and second 
modeless window respectively requiring further consideration by the Examiner. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendment recites a first visible 
region and a second visible region for displaying a first and second modeless window respectively. The previous office action outlined 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph rejections because it was unclear how an expanded window would overlap with another modeless window 
if it was in a collapsed state (see page 2 of final office action). While Applicant has attempted to claim subject matter clarifying that the 
expanded window does not overlap the second visible region, It does not appear there is adequate support for this amendment (i.e. first 
and second visible regions) in the Specification. Furthermore, even if there is adequate support for the amendment, the claim was 
previously interpreted by the Examiner to read that the first modeless window's preferred position in Its expanded state was intended not 
to overlap with another modeless window in expanded state, not in a collapsed state. The 35 U.S.C. 112 rejections were made in light of 
that interpretation. However, the new amendments appear to recite a different invention where the first window in an expanded state is 
prevented from overlapping a collapsed window. Therefore, Examiner does not believe the claims are in condition for allowance. 
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
